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Five Incumbents and Three Challengers 
Compete for Five City Council Seats

The September 30, 1985 
city council election appears 
to be devoid of major issues 
to divide the candidates. Vo¬ 
ters in next Monday’s elec¬ 
tion may have to look to oth¬ 
er factors as they make their 
selection.- things like the in¬ 
dividual candidates’ degree 
and length of involvement, 
leadership and experience in 
public affairs in the city, 
their performance at candi¬ 
dates’ forums, in particular 
at those that were cablecast, 
the views contained in their 
literature, and their person¬ 
alities. 

Dominating the political scene 
are issues of development and 
zoning, parkland, traffic and road 
improvements, transportation, 
crime prevention and control, and 
priorities in spending money au¬ 
thorized by this year’s capital 


improvemens bond referendum. 

Over 50% of Greenbelt’s 3,222 
eligible voters are expected to 
cast their ballots on Monday, 
September 30 to elect the five 
city council members who will 
head the municipal government 
for the next two years. Incum¬ 
bents Gil Weidenfeld, Richard 
R. Pilski, Edward VJ. Putens, 
Antoinette M- “Toni” Bram and 
Thomas X. White are seeking re¬ 
turn to council. Also out on the 
hustings are challengers Joseph 
C. Isaacs, Valerie Siegel and Ste¬ 
ven A. Curtis. 

The current campaign is in 
some respects a mirror image of

1981 and 1983. There are no ref¬ 
erenda, no slates and eight can¬ 
didates are in the race. Incum¬ 
bents are touting their records 
and challengers are saying it’s 
time for a change. 

The Greenbelt Connection will 
be transporting voters to and 
from the polls next Monday from 
9 to 5 pm. at no charge. For 
a ride call 474-4100. 

Election results will be cable- 
cast on Channel A-10 on Monday 
night as soon as they become 
available. 

Since the last election the city 
has grown by 273 acres through 
annexation of land in the Green- 
belt East area. The city limits 
now extend to Good Luck Road. 
Voting for the first time in a city 
election will be residents of 
Hunting Ridge condominium ap¬ 
artments annexed in November 
1984. Eligible voters now living 
in the townhouse developments

Greenbriar Candidates’ Night Elicits 
Views of City Council Candidates

At a Candidates’ For¬ 
um sponsored by the Green- 
briar Community Associa¬ 
tion on Monday, moderator 
Robert Zugby, Community 
Liaison for the Association, 
asked each candidate to ad¬ 
dress two general questions 
in a three-minute opening 
statement: 1) growth and 
development in the city, par¬ 
ticularly in Greenbelt East; 
and 2) adequacy of city ser¬ 
vices, especially with regard 
to the size of the police force. 

Siegel 

Challenger Valerie Siegel, who 
introduced herself as a prac¬ 
ticing attorney living and work¬ 
ing in Greenbelt, said that there 
had been “too much” growth and 
development “too soon” through¬ 
out the city and especially in 
Greenbelt East. She characterized

an immediate and accurate as¬ 
sessment of the city’s bargaining 
strength and open communica¬ 
tions with county officials as 
“crucial” and emphasized adher¬ 
ence to covenants already in 
place with developers working 
within the city. For the future, 
she said incoming developers 
should make contributions in 
money or greenspace which offset 
the losses which development 
brings. If elected, she said, her 
first priority would be to examine 
every deed to every vacant prop¬ 
erty in the city to determine what 
restrictions exist, “When the 
backhoes roll in on the so-called 
dedicated property, it’s a bit 
late.” she said. 

Citing the FBI’s Uniform 
Crime Report, which recommends 
2.3 sworn police officers for every 
1000 residents, she pointed out 
that Greenbelt now has only 1.3 
officers per thousand. By next 
July, the city expects to have 36 
officers on the streets, still only 
about two per thousand residents, 

Putens 

Incumbent Edward Putens, the 
only East Greenbelt resident 
presently serving on the city 
council, emphasized that he has 
taken strong positions in oppo¬ 
sition to development which does 
not conform to the needs and 
concerns of the citizens. He said 
that the city should “insist that 
future developers use the lowest 
possible density (which would be) 
in accordance with approved mas¬ 
ter plans.” He also pointed to the 
need for single-family homes in 
Greenbelt and said he hoped any 
future application to build in the 
city would include single-family 


homes. Putens hit most strongly 
at the traffic situation. He said, 
“Those of us who reside on this 
side, know what it means to get 
on that road. . . . Greenbelt roads 
are becoming the Shirley High¬ 
way of Maryland—a parking lot.” 
He promised to continue efforts 
to see that streets and roads are 
improved. 

Putens affirmed his past and 
future support for additional po¬ 
lice. He pointed to the increased 
crime rate and particularly to 
the different types of crime which 
development brings, warning that 
the city must act before it is 
too late. 

Bram 

Incumbent Antoinette Bram 
cited her work on the Parks and 
Recreation Advisory Board, the 
Advisory Planning Board and two 
years on the city council. She 
said that in the past 12 years she 
had been working on one level or 
another in urban studies. She 
pointed out that this is the sec¬ 
ond wave of development in 
Greenbelt and that it is affecting 
all of the city but particularly 
East Greenbelt. Dealing with it 
requires knowledge and expertise, 
she said, in dealing with zoning, 
design plans and traffic studies. 
Bram acknowledged that com¬ 
mercial development is a difficult 
issue. She said that she is “com¬ 
mitted to working long and hard 
on this complex problem to help 
produce the best situation for 
Greenbelt’s future.” 

On the subject of using the $6 
million of bond money authorized 
by Greenbelt voters in May, Bram 
said her long-range priorities are

1985 Election Procedures

Voting on election day, Monday, September 30, will be 
held from 7 a.m. to 8 p.m. at four polling places — the Green¬ 
belt Municipal Building (Precinct 3-Center), North End 
School (Precinct 6-North End), Springhill Lake Community 
House (Precinct 8-Springhill Lake), and Greenbriar Com¬ 
munity Center (Precinct 13-Greenbelt East). 


Greenbelters will elect five 
council members, all at large, for 
a two year term. In order to be 
elected, a candidate must receive 
40% of the votes cast. If fewer 
than five candidates receive such 
a vote, a run-off election will be 
held one week later on Monday, 
October 7. 

In a run-off election the ballot 
will consist of those unsuccess¬ 
ful candidates receiving the high¬ 
est number of votes, up to twice 
as many names as there are po¬ 
sitions to be filled. Candidates 
polling the greatest number of 
votes are declared winners in 
the run-off election regardless 
of the percentage of votes re¬ 
ceived. 

The 40% requirement for elec¬ 
tion was introduced in 1967. Ear¬ 
lier a majority vote was required, 
frequently resulting in run-off 
elections. Since 1967 no run-offs 
have taken place. The last run-off 


election in 1965 pitted Richard 
Pilski against Clifford Simonson, 
Pilski won by one vote. 

If all five councli members are 
elected on September 30, there 
will be an organizational meet- 
ing of the new council on Mon¬ 
day, October 7. (This meeting is 
set by charter.) If there is a run¬ 
off election, the organizational

October 14. 

Upon being sworn in, the new¬ 
ly elected council will choose the 
mayor.

A standing-room-only crowd of over 150 frustrated 
Community Savings & Loan depositors met Tuesday, Sep¬ 
tember 17 in the Greenbelt library. This overflow crowd ap¬ 
peared in response to a three-sentence letter published in the 
News Review the week before announcing the meeting. The 
letter was initiated by Dr. Lekh Batra and was also signed 
by David Lange and Caitlin Owens. Lange served as modera¬ 
tor, providing background, and then turned to the audience 


for what turned out to be an 
concerns. 

The klieg light of a WDVM-TV 
camera occasionally focused on the 
speakers. Additional coverage was 
provided by the Washington Post. 
When Lange interrupted the pro¬ 
ceedings to develop a more for¬ 
mal organization. Lekh Batra 
nominated Lange for president 
and Alexander E. Barnes for 
treasurer. They were overwhelm¬ 
ingly approved. 

Batra had opened the meeting 
and introduced Lange. The pur¬ 
pose was stated as a gathering 
of Greenbelters to see what could 
be done as a community to re¬ 
solve the problems caused by the 
shutting down of Community 
S&L. Lange traced the history

of how Community S&L in 
Greenbelt had begun as Twin 
Pines S&L, a cooperative formed 
for the purpose of providing 
loans to GHI homeowners. Many 
had kept their money there out 
of loyalty. 

In the session which followed, 
a suggestion was made to put 
mortgage payments into an es¬ 
crow account rather than paying 
them either to Community or to 
EPIC, the real estate corpora¬ 
tion which is Community’s sub¬ 
sidiary, “We need to consult a 
lawyer,” somebody responded.

Top State S&L Official To Speak to Depositors 


A public meeting of concerned 
depositors of Community Savings 
& Loan will be held on Tuesday, 
October 1, aft Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School, at 7:30 p.m. Melville 
S, Brown, recently appointed as 
Director of the Maryland Depos¬ 
it Insurance Fund (MDIF) will 
represent Governor Hughes and 
address the meeting- Brown also 
is responsible for overseeing 
Community S & L as well as oth¬ 
er troubled Maryland S & L’s. 

The event is an outcome of re¬ 
cent activity initiated by three 
Greenbelt residents, Lekih Batra, 
David Lange, and Caitlin Owens. 
A public meeting on September 
17 (see separate story) resulted 
in the formation of ATOM 
(“Access to Our Money”) and an 
invitation to the governor, who 
designated Brown as his repre¬ 
sentative. 

Brown was requested by AT¬ 
OM to present the State’s plans 
for resolving the S & L crisis, to 


describe improvements in provid¬ 
ing Useful information to the 
public, and to answer questions 
from individuals. Because the 
900-seat auditorium is expected 
to be full, time will limit the 
questions to those of the most 
general interest. 

Depositors from other com¬ 
munities are expected to attend, 
including many from Bowie, Be- 
thesda, Rockville, Gaithersburg, 
and Columbia. A newly-formed 
group in Columbia, Maryland S 
& L Depositors’ Committee, is 
helping to publicize the meeting. 

Brown, 41, is a banking exec¬ 
utive who has held senior posts 
at several banks in Florida, and 
served as a Peace Corps manage¬ 
ment consultant in Costa Rica, 
He will be reponddng to many 
prickly questions already raised 
in the September 17 meeting, as 
well as new issues likely to be 
raised by the much larger audi¬ 
ence expected at the meeting at 
Roosevelt.

OPEN LETTER 

This is about your responses on 
the Sept. 10 Candidates’ Night to 
my proposed regulation of sales 
of tobacco products to children in 
Greenbelt . . . 

Some of your arguments: 

1) Questionable constitutionali¬ 
ty Ans: This sort of regulation 
is already in effect in Friendship 
Heights, Md. They went through 
a rigorous legal process in pro¬ 
ducing someting usable. As re¬ 
quired, this regulation did pass 
the Montgomery County Council 

2) We would have to have a 
public hearing, Ans.: I agree — 
that’s the way it’s done typically. 

3) It would be unenforceable. 
Ans: I am not talking about for¬ 
cible prevention of sales to chil¬ 
dren. I am talking about remov¬ 
ing open temptations to children 
to buy or to steal cigarettes. Just 
as with other products the sales 
and use will increase with easy 
access. It is very clear whether 
a merchant has posted a sign r&- 
quired by law, it’s clear wheth¬ 
er his cigarettes are displayed 
in an open rack easily ac¬ 
cessible to' children, it’s clear 
whether a cigarette machine 
has been placed where it can 
be supervised. Therefore, viola¬ 
tions in these areas would be easy 
to discern and would thus be eas¬ 
ier to deal with. Granted, set¬ 
ting up a regulation and enforc¬ 
ing it would be some trouble, but 
protection of our children is ne¬ 
ver free. . . . 

4) This regulation would dis¬ 
criminate aganist smokers. Ans.: 
1 haven’t met a smoker yet who 
wants his/her children to smoke. 

5) This type of action is more 
appropriate at the county or 
stae level, Ans.: It will probably 
take regulations in a few signi-

Senator Green Requests 
Conservator Act on S&L 

In a letter dated Sept. 17, to 
the newly appointed Director of 
the Maryland Deposit Insurance 
Fund and the Conservator, of 
Community Savings & Loan. Mel¬ 
ville S. Brown, State Senator Leo 
E. Green has described graphic¬ 
ally the unique plight in which 
Greenbelt depositors of Commun¬ 
ity Savings and Loan find them¬ 
selves. 

“Everyone with money in a sa¬ 
vings and loan with a wtihdrawal 
ban is hurting,” says Sen. Green 
in his letter. “But Greenbelt’s 
problems are special. Most peo¬ 
ple there did not have their money 
in Community because they 
sought very high interest rates 
and were willing to take the risk, 
but because they stuck with the 
institution after a merger was 
forced and Communitty took over 
Twin Pines, a cooperatively-own¬ 
ed savings and loan which was 
local in origin and in the makeup 
of its directors. They are now, 
in effect, being punished for loy¬ 
alty to what they perceived to 
be a community-based institu¬ 
tion.” 

The leter goes on to describe 
the hardships is that many of the 
depositors are suffering, describ¬ 
ing the situation as “little short 
of a disaster” for the citizens of 
this city, and calls upon the new 
conservator to consider exemp¬ 
tions from th ewithdrawal ban for 
hardship cases such as persons 
who have been forced to delay 
medical care because they cannot 
get access to the money necessary 
to pay the difference not covered 
by insurance or Medicare, and 
persons who cannot meet their 
rent or mortgage payments be¬ 
cause their ready cash was need¬ 
ed for unforeseen emergencies or 
expenses. 

Sen. Green also calls attention 
to the failure of Community and 
its subsidiary, EPIC Mortgage, 
to respond to an offer from 
Greenbelt Homes. Inc. to pur¬ 
chase the estimated $5-$7 million 
in mortgage loans held by Com¬ 
munity or EPIC on behalf of the 
Share Loan Service Corporation 
(SLSC), a private mortgage 
banking company in which GHI 
holds substantial stock. 

“As a state senator, I believe 
the State of Maryland can and 
must do better,” writes Sen. 
Green. “We owe our citizens a 
response — one that is timely, 
informative and to the point.”

Penalty Waiver Proposed 

County Executive Parris Glen- 
dening and County Councilman 
Richard Castaldi have announced 
that a resolution will be intro¬ 
duced in the County Council to 
grant a waiver of penalties for 
late payment of County property 
taxes to those indviduais who 
have their assets frozen in cer¬ 
tain Maryland savings and loan 
associations. The 12 percent an¬ 
nualized penalty will be waived 
for indivduals who have the bulk 
of their savings desposited in 
Old Court Savings and Loan, 
Merrit Savings and Loan, Com¬ 
munity Savings and Loan and 
First Maryland Savings and 
Loan. Property taxes are gen¬ 


erally due on or before October 
1 of each year. 

Glendening and Castaldi also 
indicated that the resolution will 
also waive late payment penal¬ 
ties for Washington Suburban 
Sanitary Commission taxes, 
M aryand -Nati o nal Capital Park 
and Planning Commission taxes, 
and front foot benefit charges 
that are levied against certain 
property in the County.

Health Department Warns 
Of Measles Threat 

The Maryland State Depart¬ 
ment of Health and Mental Hy¬ 
giene is alerting residents of 
Maryland, particularly those in 
Prince Georges County and the 
surrounding counties, of the 
threat of measles due to the un¬ 
usually high number of cases of 
the disease confirmed in the state 
so far this year. 

Parents are advised to check 
their children’s immunization 
records to ascertain adequate 
protection against measles. All 
children should receive the vac¬ 
cine at 15 months of age. 

Measles usually begins with a 
few days of cold-like symptoms, 
such as a running nose, infllama- 
tion of the eyes, cough and high 
fever, followed by the develop¬ 
ment of a rash. If a child de¬ 
velops such symptoms parents 
should notify their doctor or lo¬ 
cal Health Department by phone. 
The phone call is important to 
minimize the number of other 
persons who may come in contact 
with the case when the child is 
brought to the doctor’s office.

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Solution to Treacherous Crescent Road 
School Crossing Requested of Council

On September 9 a group of 
residents came to ask their 
city council for help in safe¬ 
ly crossing Crescent Road 
near the St, Hugh's school. 
Traffic, they say, has increas¬ 
ed in both volume and speed 
to the point where it is un¬ 
safe for the young and the 
old to cross the road and dan¬ 
gerous for the rest. 

Suggestions ranged broadly, 
but most expressed a strong 
preference for a traffic light. 
Woodland Hills Homes president 
Mark Davis described for council 
what they envision—“a visible 
light, preferably hanging over 
head, that could be manually op¬ 
erated by a crossing guard while 
children are arriving or leaving 
St. Hugh's and Center schools 
and by pedestrians. At other 
times the light could blink yel¬ 
low, caution/’ Davis also urged 
enforcement of the 15 mph speed 
limit. He reminded council that 
the police chief’s car was nearly 
rear-ended by a motorist recently, 
who did not expect the car ahead 
to meet the speed limit required 
by the flashing lights. 

“I have watched cars come to 
the skirt of the crossing guard 
before stopping,” Betty Timor, 
Center School PTA president told 
council. Timor, who lives on 
Woodland Way, says she knows 
parents from her area who walk 
their young children to school to 
insure a safe crossing of Crescent 
Road. 

Boxwood Civic Association’s 
board voted “unanimous support 
for the city to solve the prob¬ 
lem,” said president Joe Isaacs. 

Criteria 

Prior to installation of either 
a traffic light or a multi-way 
stop, an engineering study must 
be made, City Manager James K. 
Giese reported to council. State 
standards exist for all traffic de¬ 
vices, he explained, “the city is 
obligated to comply with those 
standards,” For example, a multi¬ 
way stop requires that the total 
average volume of traffic exceed 
500 vehicles per hour on the 
through street and 200 per hour 
on the side street—a criteria this 
intersection does not meet. In 
passing, Giese remarked to coun¬ 
cil that neither do a lot of other 
multi-way stops in Greenbelt and 
pointed out that the city could 
find itself challenged in a law 
suit if an accident occurred at 
one of these intersections. 

“A school zone can be an ex¬ 
ception,” Giese continued, “if 
there are insufficient breaks in 
the traffic to allow pedestrians to 
cross.” 

Pat Molden pointedly told coun¬ 
cil it is better to risk a suit for 
an improper traffic device in or¬ 
der to provide needed protection 
for children, A crossing guard 
would continue to be needed for 
school children, she urged, but 
should be provided by the city if 
the county could not continue the 
service. Many children involved 
in sports and other youth pro¬ 
grams after school also use that 
crossing, she said, frequently at 
or after dark during the winter 
months. 

Problem 

Safety of pedestrians and ve¬ 
hicles along this stretch of Cres¬ 
cent Road has been a thorny 
problem over the years. Should 
the hill in front of St, Hugh’s 
church be cut down to improve 
visibility or would that encourage 


drivers to go faster? Where is 
the safest place for pedestrians 
to cross? St. Hugh’s children, 
Giese related, used to cross at 
the top of the hill where visibility 
is best. The crossing was changed 
by the county police crossing 
guards to its present location at 
the stream valley park walkway 
tc accommodate the children in 
the north end of town that now 
walk to Center School. The cross 
ing with double sets of flashing 
.lights and “children crossing” 
signs is well marked. Giese com¬ 
mented. At no time has the 
crosswalk been at the intersec¬ 
tion of the streets, as Northway 
has no sidewalk. 

Giese posed the problem of 
where to put a traffic control de¬ 
vice—at the current location 
where the pedestrians are accus¬ 
tomed to crossing or at the street 
intersection which might seem 
more logical to drivers as the 
place to stop. 

Police Studies 

In response to Davis’s letter 
to council last July, the police 
department began a study of the 
problems, Lt. James Craze in a 
report to Giese noted that some 
additional police enforcement was 
provided at that crossing last 
spring after police found traffic 
along Crescent Road to be ex¬ 
ceeding the speed limit. Craze, 
however, found problems with in¬ 
stalling either a traffic light— 
“the children are better served 
by a crossing guard who has 
better control of the children’s 
actions” — or stop signs—visi¬ 
bility is limited by the hill and 
by the early morning sun. 

In response to a related request 
from Davis, the police depart¬ 
ment conducted a radar study of 
traffic speeds on North way. Sgt. 
Gregory Lynn found that 62,7 
percent of the vehicles traveled 
at or below the 25 mph limit; 
another 25.8 percent exceeded the 
limit by 5 mph or less; and, only 
1.3 percent exceeded the limit by 
more than 10' mph. 

An inquiry to Joan Dawson, 
supervisor of the Prince Georges 
County Crossing Guards, elicited 
the response that the present lo¬ 
cation of the crossing, because 
of the hill and the sun, is “ex¬ 
tremely treacherous for a cross¬ 
ing guard.” She followed up with 
suggesting that a guard would 
probably still be approved for the 
intersection if a light were in¬ 
stalled because of the very young 
ages of the children using the 
crossing. There would have to be 
a re-evaluation, though, she said. 
Council’s Response 

The city manager suggested 
council look at three options: 
1) a pedestrian-activated light 


at the present location, 2) a 
light at the intersection of North¬ 
way and Crescent Road to include 
both vehicles and pedestrians or 
3) a combination in which the 
two intersections, one for pedes¬ 
trians at the stream valley walk 
and one for vehicles at Northway, 
would be regulated by a single 
system of lights. 

Council member Toni Bram 
took exception to option two, ask¬ 
ing, “If you change the pedes¬ 
trian crossing closer to Northway, 
where would it go?” Council 
member Tom White identified in¬ 
formation the staff should gather: 
1) what is the current level of 
enforcement, 2) are the pres¬ 
ent warning signs adequate (one 
set of flashing lights was not 
working at the time) and 3) a 
traffic engineering study. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld pledged 
council’s support for better en¬ 
forcement. “We will back the 
speed limit. Hold the speed down.” 
In response to a plea for special 
help on getting a traffic light 
from the man who got one for 
Windsor Green, councilmember 
Ed Putens said, “I’ll work with 
you.” 

Bram asked staff what could be 
done immediately, for example, 
rumble strips. Engineering stud¬ 
ies take time. The problem is. 
said Giese, rumble strips rumble 
in the neighborhood. The city had 
experimented with them briefly 
about ten years ago. “How about 
scoring the pavement,” she con¬ 
tinued. To which Giese again 
replied, “If they rumble for the 
driver, they rumble in the neigh¬ 
borhood.” 

“In the meantime, we already 
have too many stop signs and 
lights,” said Bob Kramer, Wood¬ 
land Way. “We need people to go 
at the speed limit, especially the 
traffic which is avoiding the con¬ 
struction at Greenbelt Road and 
Kenilworth Ave/’ 

“What we need,” countered 
Bill Mayhew, “is a commitment 
by the police. Scoring the people 
in the pocketbook would be more 
effective.”

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Greenbelters Adopt 157 Trees

The “Adopt-A-Tree” project sponsored by the 50th 
anniversary committee was well received by many Green- 
belters. For this year's fall planting, 90 donors have adopted 
157 trees, 88 for planting on city property and the balance 
on private property. The Holy Cross Lutheran Church 
adopted the most trees, 21 Bradford Pears. While requests 
for tree applications for the 1985 fall planting are still 
being made, they are being turned down. Applications were 
closed as of Labor Day and will be resumed in the spring 
of 1986, 

Except for the commemorative 
red maple tree that will be 
planted on Sunday. October 13, 
at “Buddy Attick” Park (more 
details later), 144 trees will be 
delivered during the week of Oc¬ 
tober 2C. The originally scheduled 
delivery date of October 6 could 
not be met. Delivery of eight 
Northern Red Oak and three 
Willow Oak trees has been re¬ 
vised to next spring, a better 
planting time for these two spe¬ 
cies. 


All private donors will be noti¬ 
fied in advance when their tree 
will be delivered. Planting in¬ 
structions will be furnished to 
each donor. In view of the un¬ 
usually dry weather, the hole for 
the tree should be dug in advance 
and filled with water to aid in 
faster root growth. 

Trees planted on city property 
by the Public Works Department 
will be -tagged with the donor’s 
name. For reference purposes a 
city map will identify the tree 
site and the name of the donor. 
To the degree possible, every 
consideration will be given to 
those who requested a particular 
tree site. The final decision for 
all tree sites will be made by 
George Smith, Director of Public 


Works, and Jo Ann Volk, Land¬ 
scape Architect.

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Council Sees Board Reports 
On Tidier and Smith-Ewing

The Greenbelt Advisory Planning Board earlier this 
month approved and submitted to the city council two re¬ 
ports on preliminary subdivision plans for the Tidier and 
Smith-Ewing developments along Hanover Parkway. 


House Okays Hoyer Bid For Parkway Funding 


The plans, which divide the 
104-acre properties into four 
zones, two for residential and two 
for commercial development, 
“reflect the concepts presented” 
in the re zoning of the properties, 
according to the board report, 
presented to the council at its 
September 9 meeting. 

The rezoning plans were ap¬ 
proved by the county council June 
24. 

In other business, the board 
also presented reports on pro¬ 
posed building signage for the 
Martin's Crosswinds catering fa¬ 
cility in the Maryland Trade 
Center Park and on vegetation 
along Crescent Road. 

The plans for the new develop¬ 
ments spirt the Tidier property, 
to be called Greenbrook, into 
three parts: one and two for sin¬ 
gle-family detached homes and 
townhouses, respectively, and to¬ 
talling 74 acres, and three, to 
be commercially zoned and cov¬ 
ering 9.5 acres. The 21.8 acre 
Smith-Ewing property is to be 
used entirely for commercial de¬ 
velopment. 

The properties are located east 
of Hanover Parkway and south 
of Greenbelt Road, extending as 
far east as Mandan Road and as 
far south as Schrom Hills Park, 
and will mark the first commer¬ 
cial developments on the east 
side of Hanover Parkway. They 
are slated to include 199 single¬ 
family homes. 232 townhouses 
and a 175,000 square-foot office 
building (Tidier), as well as one 
mid- and two low-rise office 
buildings and a 140-unit motel 
(Smith-Ewing). 

The board, in recommending 
approval of the plans, made sev¬ 
eral recommendations to the 
council: to correct the alignment 
of Ora Glen Drive; inclusion of 
picnic facilities and sitting areas 
in the commercial zones; and in¬ 
clusion of interior pathways 
which would tie in with proposed 
trails in the residential areas of 
Greenbrook to provide access to 
Schrom Hills Park. 

In addition, the reports stressed 
the need for a new study of traf¬ 
fic for the intersections of Green¬ 
belt Road-Hanover Parkway and 
Greenbelt Road-Baltimore/Wash¬ 
ington Parkway-Greenway Cen¬ 
ter. The study. the report said, 
should include developments 
which either have occurred since 
May 1984 (when the last traffic 
study of the area was made) or 
are expected to occur before the 
Tidier and Smith-Ewing projects 
are completed, such as the Sun¬ 
rise apartments and the Cafritz 
townhouse development. 

Finally, the board recommended 
requiring a six-foot sidewalk ad¬ 
jacent to Hanover Parkway, “to 
provide for a pedestrian/bikeway 
. , . from Greenbelt Road to Good 
Luck Road.” Standard city side¬ 
walks are four feet wide. 

The main obstacle to approval 
of the plans involves the town- 
house area of the Tidier property. 
An earlier plan for the zone, pro¬ 
posing to satisfy county require¬ 
ments for usable green space by 
putting recreation facilities in 
adjoining Schrom Hills Park, was 
rejected by the city Park and 
Recreation Advisory Board, which 
expressed a desire for more park¬ 
land in the new developments. 


The developers proposed two 
plans for the area. Alternate A 
divides the zone into three par¬ 
cels totalling 3.89 acres, about 
half of which would be flood- 
plain. Alternate B. which the 
board recommended for approval, 
proposed one contiguous parcel 
of 6.34 acres along Hanover 
Parkway and bordering Schrom 
Hills Park, with about two acres 
of floodplain. Both plans include 
walking trails “to meet the re¬ 
maining recreation requirement,” 
according to the report. 

In recommending Alternate B, 
the board noted that “the provis¬ 
ion of recreation facilities needs 
further determination” as to 
whether it meets county code re¬ 
quirements for usable green 
space. The report also urged the 
council to pursue having the 
Washington Suburban Sanitary 
Commission purchase the flood- 
plain area from Tidier, with the 
funds generated to be put back 
into the development “in the form 
of recreation facilities such as 
play areas, sitting areas, and a 
multi-purpose court.” 

The probable next step for the 
developers is the October 17 
meeting of the county Planning 
Board, which will review the sub¬ 
division plans. In the interim, 
further discussion with the city 
council is planned. While the 
city council does not have the 
power to make changes in the 
plans, it may make recommenda¬ 
tions, which are often incorpor¬ 
ated into plans by the county 
board. However, the swearing in 
of the new city council October 
7, and the stated reluctance of the 
current council to set an agenda 
beyond that date, may further 
delay consideration of the board's 
recommendations, 

Martin's 

The Martin's reoort recom¬ 
mended approval of one of two 
signs for the catering facility. 
While favoring an 8 by 24% foot 
sign for the front of the Martin's 
building, the board recommended 
denial of a 6 by 39 foot sign for 
the building's west (or Beltway/ 
Parkway) side on the grounds 
that it would be “a detriment to 
highway beautification” and is 
“considerably out of scale with 
other signage in Greenbelt.” The 
board also recommended that the 
council eliminate the proposed 
logo for both signs, a champagne 
glass, “as t it may raise some com¬ 
munity sensitivities about it en¬ 
couraging alcohol consumption.” 

In the last of its four reports 
presented at the meeting, the 
board, noting the council's recent 
decision to clear away the under¬ 
brush along Crescent Road from 
Greenhill Road to the Lakewood 
Valley Park Path, reaffirmed its 
feeling that “the city should 
strive for maximum visual buffer¬ 
ing between the road and struc¬ 
tures on the adjacent land” 
through use of vegetation. The 
board commented that, because 
Crescent Road is “a major gate¬ 
way to the city,” the issue is 
one of city^wide importance, add¬ 
ing that any replanting should 
be “naturalistic” and be made 
with consideration of impact on 
the area's “ecological balance.” 

All four reports were approved 
unanimously by the board before 
submission to the council. 


The House of Representatives 
September 12 approved the fiscal 
year 1986 funding bill for transr- 
portation programs, including 
S6.5 million requested by Rep. 
Steny Hoyer for reconstruction 
of the Baltimore-Washington 
Parkway. 

The bill also includes language, 
authored by Hoyer, repealing a 
1970 requirement that the 19-mile 
federal portion of the Parkway be 
conveyed to the State of Mary¬ 
land. A similar measure, intro¬ 
duced by Hoyer last year was ap¬ 
proved by the House but not con¬ 
sidered by the Senate. 

Additionally, the bill includes 
$250 million for Metro subway 
construction. This, is the full ap¬ 
propriations level requested by 
Metro for fiscal year 1986. 

The bill represents a “signifi¬ 
cant action to improve the trans¬ 
portation infrastructure in the 
Washington metropolitan area,” 
Hoyer said when the bill was ap¬ 
proved by the House Appropria¬ 
tions Committee earlier this 
month. “With the growing de¬ 
velopment along the Baltimore- 
Washington Parkway corridor, 
and the resultant increase in traf¬ 
fic. the Parkway is in desperate 
need of improvements.”

What is splinting? 

Teeth can sometimes be¬ 
come loose as a result of in¬ 
jury or advanced periodontal 
(gum) disease. Splinting in¬ 
volves joining these teeth to 
each other and to strongei 
adjacent teeth to give mutual 
strength and support. The 
principle is similar to using 
one or more cross boards to 
connect the individual upright 
units of a wooden fence to 
make one strong structure- 

There are 2 methods of 
splinting, internal and ex¬ 
ternal. Internal splinting usu¬ 
ally involves joining two ad¬ 
jacent teeth using preformed 
wire or perforated metal strips 
inserted in prepared notches 
in each tooth. A plastic filling 
covers and protects the splint¬ 
ing material. This method is 
generally employed in long 
term treatment- 

External splinting has tradi¬ 
tionally involved wire, silk, 
plastic or a combination of 
these as a temporary sup¬ 
port for loose or injured teeth. 
In recent years a new form of 
splinting has been developed 
as a variation of the bonded 
bridge In this technique, a 
metal casting is made which 
covers the hack of each tooth 
in the splinted area. This 
technique allows for long term 
support of weakened teeth 
without the undesirable com¬ 
plications of internal splint¬ 
ing or full crowns.

Hoyer added his support for the 
Metro appropriation, which he 
termed “a welcome sign that the 
federal commitment to Metro will 
continue.” Calling completion of 
the subway system “one of the 
top priorities” for local govern¬ 
ments, Hoyer s^id that federal 
funding at the current level 
through fiscal year 1988 (which 
Congress has already authorize 
ed), “is absolutely necessary to 
keep to the construction sched¬ 
ule.” 

The overall transportation bill 
was approved by the committee 
on September 5 before considera¬ 
tion by the full House the follow¬ 
ing week. Next the bill goes to 
the Senate. 


CITY NOTES

Summer, 1935 
50 Years Ago

The federal government's planning efforts to develop new 
towns began in the early months of 1935, and by late spring had 
produced a number of significant achievements. 

Congress had appropriated nearly $5 billion for public works 
projects (the largest singilie peacetime appropriation in LLS. his¬ 
tory), Roosevet had decided to include isome new-town develop¬ 
ment in his plans, the Resettlement Administration (R-A.) had 
been established with Rextford Tugwell at its head in part to carry 
out these plans for new-town development, a decision had been 
made to locate one of the new towns near the Belitsville Agricul¬ 
tural Research Center In Maryland, and a couple of dozen other 
sites throughout the U.S. were being investigated as possibilities 
for additional new towns- During the summer of 1936, work con¬ 
tinued at a feverish pace, but did not attract as much public at¬ 
tention. 

The Resettlement Adminirtration had been set up in April 
and had evolved three general goals; 1) to save marginal but 
viable farms with various kinds of aid; 2) to move rural families 
from unproductive farms to more fertile areas, and 3) to provide 
good bousing in new communities on the edge of major urban 
areas for relocated farm families as well as urban families in 
the low to middle income brackets. The design and construction 
of Greenbelt was carried out as a part of this last goal. The 
Suburban Division was set up within the Resettlement Admini¬ 
stration to supervise the planning and construction of the new 
communities. In the early summer of 1936 the initial planning 
staff for the new-town program was assembled to work on all of 
the new towns. Because a decision had been made on the location 
of Greenbelt and land acquisition had proceeded rapidly, planning 
began in earnest on the layout of the community. 

In late July or early August, Rex Tugwell, head of the Re¬ 
settlement Administration, and John Lansill, head of its Suburban 
Division, met with Tracy Augur, chief town planner for TVA. 
Auger was disturbed by what he bad seen of the direction the 
planning for Greenbelt was taking. The engineers in charge of 
planning for the Belbsvile site had produced an expensive and 
clumsy plan which called for 60 miles of streets laid out in a geo¬ 
metric pattern. The administrators were urged to turn the job 
over to professional planners* Tugwell was convinced that a basic 
reorganization should take place. The engineers were replaced 
with town planners, a separate team for each town. The chief 
of the Planning Section was transferred on August 16, 1936, and 
a search for his replacement began. 

In late summer the planning staff moved into its new offices, 
the 54-room Walsh-McLean Mansion at 2020 Massachusetts Ave. 
near Dupont Circle in Washington. (The building now houses 
the Embassy of Indonesia.) The main ballroom was crammed with 
drawing tables; bathrooms and bedrooms were converted into of¬ 
fices and conference rooms. Marquis Childs, political columnist, 
recalled the enthusiam of the planners who kept the lights burn¬ 
ing far into the night at the McLean mansion — “They thought 
they were planning a new world.” * 

The list of potential sites for new communities had been nar¬ 
rowed to 19 in April, and by August was further narrowed to 
nine. The cost was estimated to be $7,560,000 each, for a grand 
total of about 68 million dollars. This was the amount which Tug¬ 
well requested for the seburban towns program. A decision would 
not be made until the following month. 
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This Is What I Said* 

"With respect to the bond fund, I shall, of course, adhere to Council's inference of equal division of the 
proceeds among the three categories of swimming pool construction, land acquisition, and public facilities im¬ 
provements. i will do this because as co-chairperson of the Citizens for the Bond Issue Committee i gave my 
personal assurances to the voters of this city that the Bond funds will be appropriated in this manner. At that 
time I also voiced my preference for input concerning priority of projects not only from voters — but from 
ALL of the people who are footing the bill. 

"I think we must keep in mind that careful financial planning, which included grants and matching funds, 
enabled Greenbelt to convert its 1969 $950,000 bond fund into $2.2 million worth of improvements. Thus, 
as we prioritize, it must be with the goal of realizing maximum return on our expenditures in all three areas. 

The second crucial consideration in prioritizing is timing. The third is quality of life in our community. Imple¬ 
menting these three considerations — cost efficiency, timing, and quality of life — there are essentially five 
'first' projects which should begin almost simultaneously. 

"The police station should be completed yesterday because the existing facility is barely functional put- 
ing public safety at risk. 

"With respect to land acquisition and development - ACQUISITION is the priority due to cost and avail¬ 
ability. Development should come only after the formulation of a visionary master plan addressing public 
needs and low maintenance costs. Greenbelt East deserves first consideration due to its dense construction 
and increasing residential occupancy, followed by the Lake Park where ad hoc development is costly both in 
terms of maintenance and destructive over-use — and where the acquisition of parcel 15 somehow fell be¬ 
tween the cracks when the 1969 bond fund was appropriated. 

"Cost efficient, visionary design of the Greenbelt Aquatic Center will be time-consuming and must there¬ 
fore begin as expeditiously as possible. 

"Two additional immediate construction priorities are completion of the Greenbelt Museum prior to the 
50th anniversary celebration AND public works improvements because expensive equipment is rusting out in 
the elements which we as taxpayers must repair or replace. 

"Large scale commercial and residential development affects too many quality of life issues to address 
adequately in the time permitted. I chose to discuss bond appropriations first because they are, essentially, 
quality of life issues. There is time to focus on a few more. 

"A major quality of life assurance plan is embodied in the Crime Prevention Committee's 12 point pro¬ 
gram which was ratified and adopted by Council in November of last year and which has yet to be either 
funded or followed. The program calls for a police force of sufficient strength to maintain public safety in 
what has become basically an urban setting. And as a member of City Council I would vote to increase the 
size of the police force to a minimum of 40 sworn officers. 

"The 12 point program also recommends integration of the business community into the existing crime 
prevention activities of the city. In addition to public safety advantages, this action offers economic advan¬ 
tages to residential consumers and could pave the way for commercial support of youth programs and other 
worthwhile cooperative ventures. Some such cooperative ventures could include intervention and prevention 
of drug/alcohol abuse; DWI prevention; Sr. Citizen Crime Prevention; and youth crime prevention - all of which 
are part of the 12 point program - all of which address the quality of life in our community. 

"My proposal for the formation of an Architectural Advisory Board is also aimed at quality of life issues. 

As development continues it must be premised in environmental designs which foster both personal security 
and desirable use. As a member of council I would insist that design plans for new development squarely 
and adequately address these criteria. 

"Obviously, our highway, roadway, and walkway networks must expand simultaneously with increas¬ 
ing development — and not after the fact. 

"As I said, time does not permit full review of the broad but important question which you have raised. 

I hope I have given you at least some basic insight into how I would approach the issue from my council chair. 

"Briefly in response to election and conditions of office, I favor a ballot question giving the voters an op¬ 
portunity to state their preference for or against election of council members by district. I favor this because 
I am an advocate of public participation in the decision making process and because the voters cannot respond 
unless they are asked. While I do have some concern that highly qualified competent candidates might be ex¬ 
cluded by a ward system, I have absolutely no personal preference and would concur graciously in the deci¬ 
sion of the majority of the people. 

"I do not favor the use of county voting lists for Greenbelt elections because Greenbelt is a unique and 
separate entity whose destiny should be guided by the people who are concerned about it — the people who 
care enough to register to vote here. In addition, I support municipal autonomy and I believe that city regis¬ 
tration is an integral part of that autonomy. 

"Finally, compensation for councilpersons is a difficult issue. On the one hand, when you consider the 
time invested by the present council, compensation of 50c an hour is probably an exaggeration. On the other 
hand, service to this city and its citizens is an honor and a privilege and might well be compensation enough. 

Because present compensation is clearly in line with, and if anything is well below, that of comparable muni¬ 
cipalities in the county, perhaps we should begin at the status quo and augment it with cost of living increases 
as they are given to other city employees." ,

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green space and its proper use. 
She also said that in the near 
future the new police facility 
should be a priority. She recalled 
that she had voted for a 30%- 
increase in police strength over 
the last two years and said that 
she is “determined that we can 
make Greenbelt safe/' 

Bram recommended a phased 
approach to all development in 
the city—including parks, police, 
traffic control and swimming 
pools — so that the impact would 
not be so sudden that it would 
interrupt our daily living. In ap¬ 
pealing for support on Septem¬ 
ber 30, she said, “We can handle 
this second wave—you and I, to¬ 
gether. And we will.” 

White 

Thomas X. White, currently 
serving his sixth term on the city 
council, said every effort should 
be made to reduce the density of 
future growth and development 
and that no development should 
occur in advance of transportation 
and other essential public facili¬ 
ties. He emphasized legislation 
as one of the approaches to be 
used in attempting to control de¬ 
velopment. He said he had sup¬ 
ported and would continue to 
support state and county laws 
which provide municipalities with 
better protective measures in the 
zoning process. 

White advocated using “what 
leverage we have” at every op¬ 
portunity; he cited the super- 
majority vote of the county coun¬ 
cil (required to grant zoning re¬ 
quests) which the city concerned 
opposes, as one of the types of 
leverage which can be used. He 
also appealed to residents for ad¬ 
vice and support, saying that “the 
history of Greenbelt in fighting 
and controlling development has 
been that whenever we have the 
support of the citizenes and the 
neighborhood associations, that’s 
when we have our success—and 
we should continue that.” He 
pointed to other measures also 
which the city council has to use 
to stay on top of the growth in 
the city, citing the sectional map 
amendment of the College Park- 
Greenbelt Master Plan as a “key 
element” in planning the densities 
of the undeveloped land in Green¬ 
belt. He also noted that he sup¬ 
ported additional city staff to 
provide the city with better staff 
support for planning and zoning 
issues. 

White said that his position 
on city services, including police 
protection, is that there should 
be an appropriate balance in al¬ 
locating city resources consider¬ 
ing needs and priorities. He em¬ 
phasized that there are compet¬ 
ing needs and interests for a 
share in the available money. He 
pledged support for increases in 
police patrols and crime preven¬ 
tion efforts. He also listed other 
projects which he has supported 
in the past, such as Greenbelt 
CARES, the city transportation 
system, and park maintenance. 
Weidenfeld 

Gil Weidenfeld, serving his 
fourth term as mayor, said in 
regard to growth and develop¬ 
ment that, at least for the next 
few years, the city has to demand 
that the county provide no in¬ 
centives for more development 
in or near East Greenbelt. In 
cases where the land is already 
zoned for commercial develop¬ 
ment. the city must try to get 
the best quality development pos¬ 
sible. As a residential commun¬ 
ity. he advocated opposing high 
density and obtaining single¬ 
family home development where 
possible. He supports taking 
“tough stands” on development 


but warned against being so in- 
fexible that the city will be 
ignored by the county. Where 
appropriate, he advocated obtain^ 
ing “favorable compromises for 
ourselves in tough negotiations” 
and noted that the council had 
recently gotten support for this 
kind of negotiating from the 
homeowners’ groups. 

Weidenfeld, voicing his support 
for increased police personnel, 
noted that he had proposed in¬ 
creases of 30% in the police force 
in the last two years. He said that 
“public safety is a top priority 
with me. If we can’t feel safe in 
Greenbelt, we are suffering a set¬ 
back in the quality of life we 
have enjoyed here for many 
years.” 

Pilski 

Mayor pro-tem Richard Pilski, 
pointing to his more than 20 
years on council, pointed to the 
Springhill Lake Youth Center, 
Green Ridge House and the city 
administration building a s some 
of the amenities he was instru¬ 
mental in getting for the city. He 
said that he has supported the 
police department “each time 
there was a need” and has watch¬ 
ed it grow from a department of 
nine men to its present size. He 
also noted that he ha s also “been 
very careful in watching how our 
money is spent.” He said he had 
opposed undesirable building and 
development in the city for all 
these years. Looking to the fu¬ 
ture, Pilski outlined as priorities 
the completion of the Center Mall 
renovation, citizens’ security in 
their homes, protection of the 
lake in its natural state and keep¬ 
ing it from being overdeveloped. 

Pilski pointed to the upcoming 
50th Anniversary celebrations and 
asked for the support of those 
present in the election so that he 
would be allowed to “serve at a 
very special time in this city’s 
history.” 

Isaacs 

Joseph Isaacs, president of the 
Boxwood Civic Association and 
one of the challengers, said that 
he had no intention of “making 
promises which, someday you will 
remind me, are unfulfilled.” How¬ 
ever, he said, he is committed to 
the preservation of the quality 
of life in Greenbelt. In regard 
to growth, he said he stands for 
managing the growth which is 
occurring, particularly to avert 
worsening of the hazardous traf¬ 
fic congestion, loss of green space 
and the overburdening of public 
services. He listed in detail the 
covenants and agreements he ad¬ 
vocates which would contribute to 
this control: maximum density 
ceilings, traffic studies, site plan 
review of all new development, 
on-site recreational facilities to 
be provided by developers, man¬ 
datory dedication of parkland, 
replacement of certain trees if 
they were removed during devel¬ 
opment and adequate buffer 
strips. He said he would seek 
changes in the county regulations 
which severely hamper cities like 
Greenbelt in seeking to make de¬ 
terminations about “hew we want 
our community to be developed.” 
He also emphasized the impor¬ 
tance of the master plan and the 
necessity of getting a time limit 
put on each subdivision plan so 
that ‘its proposed use can be 
reevaluated periodically to mesh 
with the current needs and pref¬ 
erences of the community.” 

Isaacs said that he believes in 
funding for adequate police and 
public works personnel in order 
to insure that Greenbelt remains 
a safe and clean place to live. He 
supported the new police station 
but emphasized that “we need 
to focus on the growing drug 


problem which we have turned 
our eyes away from too long.” 
Curtis 

Steven Curtis, one of the chal¬ 
lengers for a seat on the counr- 
cil, said that in his opinion the 
city had been for some years like 
a motorist who starts out on a 
trip with no map but a vague 
desire to go “someplace nice.” He 
went on to say that he thinks the 
city has to decide where it wants 
to go. It needs comprehensive 
planning and ‘a viable ‘master 
plan. He advocated a plan for 
each undeveloped parcel in the 
city so that the city would be 
ready to deal with development 
as it comes and so that it “would 
not be a guessing game on both 
our parts.” He cited the Spell¬ 
man pedestrian overpass as one 
instance where dissension could 
have been avoided if people had 
known the situation in the be¬ 
ginning and not later. He 
strongly recommended anticipat¬ 
ing problems whenever possible 
and suggested that the city needs 
a long-range planning commit¬ 
tee. 

On the subject of the size of 
the police force, Curtis said that 
he thinks we “need both quantity 
and quality.” He advocated cre¬ 
ating the kind of police force 
which attracts personnel from 
•other departments instead of 
“some kind of indenture agree¬ 
ment to insure they stay here.” 
In order to achieve such a de¬ 
partment, Curtis said, the city 
will have to increase pay and 
benefits to attract and hold qualir- 
fied officers. 

Q and A Period 

During the question and an¬ 
swer period, the three major 
homeowner and community asso¬ 
ciations were each allowed to ask 
one question. The Vice-President 
of the Windsor-Green Homeown¬ 
ers Association, Tom Malone, got 
few differences in the responses 
to his question about whether the 
candidates envision more com¬ 
mercial development in East 
Greenbelt and whether each fa¬ 
vors it. The candidates were 
unanimous in not favoring any 
more development (“if I had my 
druthers,” as the mayor put it) 
but only Pilski spoke of a mora¬ 
torium on development except 
around the Metro station. White 
said flatly that he favored no 
more development beyond what is 
in the ground and Isaacs said he 
doesn’t agree with the argument 
that further development broad¬ 
ens the tax base and brings more 
usable tax revenues—“That isn’t 
a reason.” he said. Curtis, Weid¬ 
enfeld, Siegel, Bram and Putens 
foresaw that more development 
was inevitable because the land 
is already zoned for commercial 
purposes. Planning for it and 
managing it would be the key, 
Curtis thought. 

Gail Fischer, President of the 
Hunting Ridge Condominium As¬ 
sociation, asked about the candi¬ 
dates’ views on the development 
of Schrom Hills Park and the 
timing of the development. Pu¬ 
tens envisioned a lake and a nat¬ 
ural park, sometime in the next 
four years; Pilski warned against

“ferris wheels” and said that he 
would favor something like the 
present lake park. Siegel agreed 
that she favored a natural set¬ 
ting but would like input from 
the community and the city’s 
Parks and Recreation Advisory 
Board (PRAB). White also advo¬ 
cated advice from PRAB and use 
of their system of classifying pork 
areas. He said he would leave 
the type of amenities to the 
community. , 

Curtis advocated that the park 
be developed in two years and 
that it be planned to integrate 
with the existing parks. Weiden¬ 
feld pointed out that the city 
does not yet have title to the 
park, which complicates the ques¬ 
tion of timing. He personally 
would advocate a passive recrea¬ 
tional setting but recognized that 
more structured facilities might 
be required. Bram noted that the 
realignment of Hanover Parkway 
will take a small part of the 
park and that that part cannot 
be developed until the parkway is 
settled. She also noted that some 
maintenance work (trees, shrubs) 
is needed because it is “pretty 
bare.” Isaacs recommended a 
natural setting but added that 
input from the community asso¬ 
ciations will be needed. He also 
noted that money from the bond 
issue is available for development 
of the park. 

The question from Greenbriar 
Community Association President 
Mike Vaccaro concerned support 
for Police Chief Frank Hutson’s 
recommendation for an additional 
10 police officers in the last bud¬ 
get process. He asked, “How did 
you or (for the challengers) 
would you have voted on this 
budget request.” Isaacs said that 
he favors additional police offic¬ 
ers but was not sure that 10 
were needed; he also noted tha 
Boxwood residents had expressed 
their unwillingness to pay the 
extra taxes involve. Siegel said 
she would, if elected, vote for 
another four police officers, and, 
if still needed, a five-officer spe¬ 
cial enforcement unit. 


additional officers and three ad¬ 
ditional administrative positions. 
He noted that this number had 
not required an increase in the 
tax rate, whereas the full 10 offi¬ 
cers would have caused a con- 
siderable rise in taxes. 

Curtis said he supported the 
acquisition of 10 additional offi¬ 
cers and admitted that taxes 
would have to be raised to cover 
the cost. He also noted that this 
brings up another fallacy about 
development — that broadening 
the tax base will cover all the 
costs. “In reality,” he said, “that 
often doesn’t happen and it ends 
up being the residential home- 
owner that picks up that slack 
again and again and again.” 

Pilski said he would have to 
wait for the police chief’s recom¬ 
mendation before deciding what 
he would support. He also pointed 
to the recommendation of a 
study of the police department 
which said the department ac¬ 
tually had one more officer than 
needed. He said that there would 
be an increase in the police force, 
as much as possible. , 

Weidenfeld spoke of conflicting 
demands on the available re¬ 
sources from the various depart¬ 
ments. He noted that the 10 ad¬ 
ditional officers would have cost 
a 10c increase in the city prop¬ 
erty tax rate. He further stated 
that the department staffing had 
increased 30% in the last two 
years, and is moving in the right 
direction. Bram, citing reports 
of a 76% increase in the murder 
rate in Prince Georges County 
in the first half of 1985, noted 
that she had pressed for seven 
additional officers last year. Pu¬ 
tens said that he also pressed for 
seven new officers. For next year, 
he said he could see possibly five 
new officers but would have to 
look at the other departments’ 
needs and tax revenues before he 
could decide. 

About 45 persons, mostly from 
East Greenbelt, attended the can¬ 
didates forum. The questions and 
candidates’ responses were video¬ 
taped for broadcasting later in 
the week.

mation questionnaise dealing 
with city programs and ser¬ 
vices, (See questionnaire on 
page 18.) Additional election 
workers will be stationed at poll¬ 
ing places to encourage voters to 
complete the form. About 44% 
of those voting in 1983 did so. 

Some 3,222 Greenbelters are 
currently on the voter registra¬ 
tion rolls. This is a minuscule 
gain over the 1983 totaj, but is 
almost an eight percent gain over 
the May 1985 capital improve¬ 
ments bond referendum figures 
(see table page 17.) Since 1983 
there have been sn*all increases 
in the number of registered vot¬ 
ers in three of the city’s four 
precincts, but a major decrease 
has occurred in Springhill Lake 
precinct 8. 

There are more registered vot¬ 
ers at North End’s precince 6. 
Center's precinct 3 is close be¬ 
hind with Greenbelt East Pre¬ 
cinct 13 still further behind and 
Springhill Lake’s precinct 8 a 
distant fourth. 

Applications for absentee bal¬ 
lots may be obtained in the city 
clerk's office in the Municipal 
Building until noon Friday, Sep¬ 
tember 27. The ballots must be 
returned to the city clerk no later 
than 6 p.m. on election day, Mon¬ 
day, September 30. Any qualified 
voter who is unable to vote in 
the election because of religious 
beliefs, physical condition or ab¬ 
sence from the city on election 
day may vote by absentee ballot. 
Ballots may be obtained at the 
clerk's office and completed at the 
same time. 

The population of Greenbelt is 
estimated at about 18,0C0, Ap r 
proximately 14,000 persons 18 
years and over are eligible to 
vote.

of the 3,194 registered voters. 
Sixty-six percent of those regis¬ 
tered at Center turned out, 71% 
at North End, 45% at Greenbelt 
East and 39% at Springhill Lake. 

In the 1981 council election 
1,801 Greenbelters. representing 
51.8% of those registered, voted. 
Sixty-three percent of the eligi¬ 
ble voters in the North End cast 
ballots, 57.6% in the Center, 
43.7% in Greenbelt East and 
21.9% in Springhill Lake. 

In 1979, 62% of the city's eli¬ 
gible voters trekked to the polls; 
in 1977, 59% turned out; in 1975,

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GREENBELT RD. TRAFFIC DETOURS 
AS BRIDGE CONSTRUCTION BEGINS 

by Norman Scherstrom 

Greenbelt Road will be detoured slightly to the north 
sometime this week to allow for construction of the Kenil¬ 
worth Ave. bridge, the heart of the Greenbelt Rd.-Kenil- 
worth Ave. interchange. 

“We’ll be in that detour for the next year,” said Mike 
Snyder, state highway administration District 3 engineer. 
“It’s the longest phase of construction.” 


The exact time of the shift is 
dependent upon the completed 
installation and timing of the 
traffic lights and upon the weath¬ 
er. 

Snyder notes that “there won't 
be any new losses 1 ' of lanes or 
rights of way in this shift and 
that a right turn lane for south¬ 
bound Kenilworth will be added 
since drivers have been using 
the ample shoulder of the road 
for that purpose anyway. 

“We should have done it the 
first time," Snyder said. “We had 
the room. We're going to do it 
this time." 

If the ways of the driving 
public created one lane, it also 
caused the loss of one. The right 
hand lane of west-bound Green¬ 
belt Rd, in front of the Golden 
Triangle is now blocked by sev¬ 
eral barricades allowing right 
turns but no through traffic. 

When traffic lights blocked the 
two center lanes, backing up 
traffic past Walker Dr., the prob¬ 
lem lane, which ended in a merge 
ramp with Kenilworth Ave,, con¬ 
tinued with fast moving traffic. 
The speed of the traffic and the 
reduced visibility for drivers 
turning onto Walker Dr. to enter 
the Golden Triangle resulted in 
accidents. 

“From July 18 to September 6, 


we had 15 accidents at that loca¬ 
tion," said Greenbelt Police Lt. 
Jim Craze. “Seven of those in¬ 
volved personal injury; 12 per¬ 
sons were injured. Some were 
pretty severe; one fellow lost a 
foot." 

Craze expects the new detour 
to improve traffic, “It's going to 
make things a whole lot better," 
he said. 

Snyder said the timing of the 
lights would remain the same; 
however, “we're about 150 to 200 
feet closer to the Beltway off¬ 
ramp and we may have to alter 
the lights if the ramp is getting 
blocked." 

For some the new construction 
may be a bridge too close. 

“We'll have more cranes, more 
equipment, more crews and more 
noise because of pile driving," 
Snyder said. “We'll be driving 
steel beams into the ground to 
form supports for the bridge. The 
pile driving will last only about 
a month." 

For Snyder, the building of the 
bridge represents a turning point 
in the construction; “We’re get¬ 
ting into the heavy construction 
now. Just about everything we've 
done has been temporary, the 
barricades, the detours, the lights. 
Now we're building the perman¬ 
ent stuff." .

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Residents of Green Ridge House Hear Views of Council Candidates

The eight candidates for the Greenbelt city council ap¬ 
peared before four dozen Green Ridge House residents and 
visitors on Thursday evening, Sept. 5. 


Jose Morales moderated the 
hour-and-a^half appearance by 
the candidates during which it 
was the style* personality and 
experience of the candidates that 
was being weighed rather than 
any sharp difference in their per¬ 
ceptions of present or future city 
problems. 

In three-minute speeches, each 
candidate stressed slightly vary¬ 
ing views. Ed Putens spoke of 
the need for a council “with ex¬ 
perience” to handle important is¬ 
sues of the future such as the 
bond issue. Tom White stressed 
his conservationist experience. 
Joe Isaacs suggested a survey of 
the city on use of capital im¬ 
provements bond money and 
stressed his health care exper¬ 
ience. Dick Pilski stood on his 
record and the longevity of his 
terms on the council. Valerie 
Siegel spoke about the safety 
factor and crime control, 

Antoinette “Toni” Bram men¬ 
tioned her priorities of new police 
department space, the bus serr- 
vice and a possible community 
extended care facility. Steve Cur¬ 
tis stressed his GHI committee 
experience and the need for the 
city to be a “good purchaser” 
with the capital improvements 
bond money. Gil Weidenfeld re¬ 
minded his audience of his role 
in influencing a central location 
for Green Ridge House. 

Seated in the order in which 
they arrived* the candidates at 
the long table up front concisely 
answered questions from the au¬ 
dience. Jim Cassels elicited from 
each candidate strong endorse¬ 
ments and praise for the work of 
Greenbelt CARES in helping both 
youth and families and thereby 
the community as a whole. There 
was strong support from the can¬ 
didates for the services of CARES 


and concern about overloaded 
staff. Weidenfeld called CARES 
“our fixit program.” 

Really Any Issues? 

Visitor Eunice Coxon asked if 
there were really any issues in 
the campaign. Here the candi¬ 
dates* approach to generally 
agreed-upon issues varied slight¬ 
ly. Isaacs said “perhaps (the 
city) allowed too-rapid growth.” 
Curtis remarked that the “small¬ 
town atmosphere is being lost.** 
Brarn said the issue is people: 
safety, cost (alluding to the need 
for a strong tax base), transpor¬ 
tation. White spoke of the de¬ 
terioration of the lake park and 
the need for revising city council 
procedures which he said “have 
deteriorated in the last two 
years.** Pilski stressed fiscal re¬ 
sponsibility and the need to de¬ 
velop North End School as a day 
care or health care center. 

Putens argued that strong po¬ 
lice protection — and a new fa¬ 
cility for them — was an issue. 


Siegel cited drugs and crime that 
make the city very “different 
than when it was founded.** 
Weidenfeld said “quality of life** 
to preserve Greenbelt while 
meeting the needs for major road 
modifcations in the outer areas 
of the city was a major issue. 

Bill Lightbody asked about the 
power of the council and the city 
manager. Here lines seemed to 
begin to be drawn. Praise for 
City Manager James Giese came 
from most candidates, Bram 
eliciting laughter when she re¬ 
marked that Giese “squeezes a 
nickel until the buffalo squeals.” 
Pilski mentioned the surplus in 
the city treasury and money 
found for tennis court repair and 
commented “that's not fiscal re¬ 
sponsibility (on the part of the 
city manager),*’ 

White questioned the proced¬ 
ure for funding the tennis courts 
at the very end of the yearly 
budget session. Isaacs spoke of 
the need for “new blood” on the 
council, and Curtis again cited 
his GHI experience in solving 
technical problems. Siegel men¬ 
tioned the lake park and the need 
for a master plan to be decided by 
council. 


The issue of the evening came 
when Ruth Save brought up the 
danger of walking the steep path 
from the Roosevelt Center under¬ 
pass up the hill between the Cres¬ 
cent Road apartments. Weideiv- 
feld asked for suggestions from 
the audience, and hands flew up 
everywhere. The residents of 
Green Ridge House had finally 
pinpointed a truly concrete issue. 


At Greenbelt Park 

The Park Service will sponsor 
a nature awareness walk on Sept. 
28 and 29 in Greenbelt Park, The 
2-mile hike, which will last about 
two hours, will be led by a park 
ranger.

County Bond Sale 
Picture Improves 

On July 16 Prince Georges 
County sold $28,480,000 of gen¬ 
eral obligation bonds at an effec¬ 
tive interest rate of 8.189987 per¬ 
cent. The winning bidder, among 
six bidding syndicates, was Pru¬ 
dential Bache Securities, Inc. 
This interest rate was well be¬ 
low the ll^bond index of 8,71 
percent for the week ended July 
11. The 11-bond index is equival¬ 
ent in rating to high grade dou¬ 
ble “A” bonds , maturing in 20 
years. 

County Executive Parris Glen- 
dening attributed the low rate of 
interest on the County's obliga¬ 
tions to the improved financial 
operations resulting from the rer- 
cent amendment of the TRIM tax 
limitation. 

The most recent general obliga¬

DIRECTIONS FOR 
VOTING 

To Close Curtains 

1. Move large red handled lever to. right until 
bell rings and curtains dose. Do not touch 
this handle again until you are ready to 
leave. 

2. For Member of Council; Turn down lever 
over the name of candidate you wish to 
vote for. You can vote for only five can¬ 
didates. Leave the levers down. 

3. Write In; You may vote for someone not 
on the ballot by raising the slide door des¬ 
ignated for Write-In Candidates and writ¬ 
ing the name or names on the paper tape 
exposed. Do not write in the name of a 
candidate on the ballot. 

4. Corrections; If you wish to change a vote 
after you have turned a lever down, simply 
move the lever back to its original position 
and turn down the lever over your new 
selection. 

5. Record Vote: Upon making all selections, 
move the large handled lever to left as far 
as it will go. Your vote will be registered, 
all levers will return to their original posi¬ 
tion, and the curtains will open.
